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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendment filed on 2/2/06 has been received. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1,2,13,14,21 ,22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Furukawa et al (U. S. Patent no. 6,334,656). 

See entire document. Furukawa et al discloses a vehicle stability/yaw control system 
that using a sliding mode model. See equation 8. Furukawa et al calculates a desired 
yaw and applies a controlled yaw moment to achieve this based on a feedback setup 
(see abstract, claim 1 , figures 4 and 5). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 3 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 



Furukawa. 
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Furukawa et al is relied upon as above in paragraph 3. Furukawa et al does not disclose 
the exact equation claimed. Furukawa discloses a similar equation. The equation 
claimed is derived from the sliding mode control law which is a known concept. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to derive a specific equation from the sliding mode control as such is merely a design 
choice on the variables one desires to use. 

6. Claims 4,5,11,12,15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Furukawa et al in view of Park et al (U. S. Patent no. 6,286,637). 
Furukawa et al is relied upon as above in paragraph 3. Furukawa et al does not disclose 
the use of eddy current brakes with the yaw control system. Park et al teaches an eddy 
current brake that is designed to be used with a brake system using the sliding mode 
control model (see column 4 lines 55-56). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the eddy current brake as 
taught by Park in the system of Furukawa et al in order to have a supplemental brake 
that does not wear out over time.

Claims 6-10 and 19, 20 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 2/2/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants argue that Furukawa does not disclose a yaw rate but rather a 
body slip angle and notes figure 1 step 4. It appears that applicants are arguing the 
wrong prior art reference since figure 1 is a schematic drawing of a car and has no 
steps. Applicants appear to be arguing U. S. Patent no. 6,233,513 . The rejection relies 
upon 6,334,656 (as noted by applicant in the remarks section of the response).
